FIRST WOMAN DEAN OF MAJOR SCHOOL OF BUSINESS 
APPOINTED AT GWU 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Dr. Norm Maine Loeser, who served recently as 
managing director of the Civil Aeronautics Board and as a commissioner on the 
Defense Manpower Commission, has been appointed Dean of the School of Govern¬ 
ment and Business Administration (SGBA) at The George Washington University, 
effective July 1. Dr. Loeser thus becomes the first woman to head a major 
school of business in the United States. 

In announcing her appointment GNU President Lloyd H. Elliott said, 
"Norma Loeser is a woman of many facets, and many firsts. Today we are very 
pleased to announce that she will become the new dean of our business school 
-- the first woman to head a major school of business in this country. 
Throughout her distinguished military career, her service to the government, 
and throughout the years she has been associated with GW as student, faculty 
member, and assistant dean, she has been known for imaginative leadership and 
sound administrative abilities." 

Dr. Loeser has been an SG3A faculty member since 1966 when she became 
a university fellow in business administration following her retirement from 
active duty as a lieutenant colonel in the United States Air Force. She has 
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served successively as an adjunct assistant professor, assistant dean, associate 
professor, and professor of business administration. As assistant dean of SGBA 
from 1971 to 1973 she was instrumental in establishing and administering a new 
four-year undergraduate degree program in business administration; this 
successful program has grown approximately 300! since it was begun. The School 
of Government and Business Administration was founded in 1928 and presently

employs 75 faculty members and enrolls more than 3,500 students. 

From January 1976 to June 1977, on a leave of absence from GW, Dr. Loeser 
was managing director of the Civil Aeronautics Board where she acted as chief 
executive officer reporting to the Board's chairman on all matters relating to 
the administration and management of the CAB. From April 1974 to January 1976, 
she served as a commissioner, appointed by the President, oh the Defense 
Manpower Commission which had been created by Congress to study and make 
recommendations on the personnel costs of a peacetime defense force. 

Dr. Loeser holds three degrees from GWU: the B.A. (1958), M.B.A. (1967), 
and D.B.A. (1971). Her fields of specialization include management and organi¬ 
zation, personnel management, human behavior in organizations, comptrollership, 
and managerial economics. Her doctoral dissertation was titled "An Examination 
of the Top-Level Strategy Emanating from the Executive Branch of the Government 
Having an Impact on the Military-Industry Interface." She has also co-authored 
the book Executive Leadership: The Art of Successfully Managing Resources 
which was designed for practicing executives as well as graduate students. 

During her distinguished military career she rose tc become deputy 
director of women in the Air Force, developing military personnel programs 
for women which were instituted throughout the service. She also provided 
policy guidance and direction to major commands and headquarters staffs in the 
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development of objectives, concepts, and policies on utilizing women officers 
and enlisted personnel. 

She was awarded three United States Air Force Commendation- Medals for 
Outstanding Achievements and meritorious service during her 22 years in the 
Air Force. 

She is a member of the Academy of Management, American Management 
Association, American Economic Association, The Aero Club of Washington, The 
National Aeronautics Association, International Management Association, 
Futurist Society, The Retired Officers Association, GW Columbian Women, and 
the GW Personnel Society. 

Dr. Loeser, who enjoys skiing, yachting, golf, and gardening, lives in 


Alexandria, Virginia.

WASHINGTON, D. C. - A new course on "Age Discrimination 

in Employment" will be included in the Fall program of Paralegal 
Training for Seniors offered by the Institute of Law and Aging at the George 
Washington University National Law Center. 

The one-year session, which begins September 5 , is open to all persons 
in the metropolitan area who are 55 years or older and want to help other senior 
citizens with their legal problems.
